Dec, 21 
News has beon received from Chinkiang 
tu the effect that anonymous and inilam- 
matory placards have recently been posted 


inthe town and vicinity of Yilin as ak 


within the jurisdiction of the Chinkiang 
Tnotai, ‘Thy productions bear a literary 
slyte, oud show that China hae overything 
eho needs and that missionaries are teaching 
no. new doctrines to the people. They 
(the missivuaries) are thereforo not wanted, 
and an appeal is made oalling apon patriots 
to collect on sume day to be agreed upon, 
wkill and destroy. ‘ Weapons and Fire,’ 
continue the placards, ‘are tho best fur 
tho purpoaes in view,’ Tho missionaries 
in thisiustunee aro styled ‘ Eoglishmen: * 
bat so far as we aro aware, the missionaries 
at Yilin are Soandinayians, not English- 
mén. 

{t is with very great regret that we bave 
to unnounce the receipt here of telegraphic 
news of the death in London oa the 17th 
‘natant of Mr, Jumes Whittall, at ono time 
head in China of Messre Jardine, Matheson 
&Qo, Mr. Whittall came to Canton as a 
bey very carly in tho forties, and juiced the 
great ir to the highest positioy ia which 
be wae to rie, and he left China and the 
firm with a fortune in 1674 He was oue 
of the early pillars of this settlement, and 
while being a thorough business man and 
devoted to his work, he took & great interest 
in the life of this vettlement when he was 
here, and of Hongkong when he was ia 
charge there, and was a very popular and 
poblio-spirited citizev. After leaving Shangs. 
hai he started » business in Colombo and in | 
London, and a letler was received from him 
frott Colombo quite recently, in which he 
deplored tho death of the lato Mr, John 
Macgregor, He was about 68 yoats of age. 

Yesterday morniug at about 9 o’olock, a 
collision occurred va the river between the 
MM, Co's steamer Salazte, bound to Woo- 
sung, and tho U.N. Co,’s ateamer Svochow, 
from seo, ‘The accident happened in the 
‘ohow chow’ water and was witnessed by

chow, herself, had her stem broken and bent. 
The Salazie proceeded to ono of the buoys 
off the Associated Wharves and the Soochow 
anchored, but afterwards went on to ber 
wharf, The damago done tr. the mail bout 
will bo temporarily repaired ond will not 
necessitate a delay io her departure, whilo 
the repaira to the Soockow will probably 
take some nine or ten days, 

It is stated that when H.E. Kung Chao- 
yoan, lately Provincial Treasurer of Sza. 
ohuan, and now Minister-designate to 
England, ete., went up to Peking last Ooto- 
ber, he secretly denounced to the Throne 
cartain irregniarities of conduct on the part 
uf the Viceroy of Szechuse, H.E, Liu Ping- 
onan; and that the Governor of Hupeh, 
HLE, Tan Chi-heiin, has been sent on @ 
epecial missivn hy the Emperor to Szechuan 
te investigaio the charges mado by H.E,

‘gunpordor. Tho company threw her open 
for inspection during the next two days 
and ticusands of natives went over hor. 
She is cortainly a fino craft and wall adapt- 
ed forservice on tho upper watera of the 
Yangtv, having largo carrying capacity for 
as lightdraught, Infact sho is just what is 
wanted hore, a well-ahoped ‘craft with 
powerful engines, A great point in the 
new steamer is her splendid turniog power, 
which must be 2 great comfort to hor Wap- 
tain. 7 

I suppose tke increasing valuo of the 
atearers running on the upper waters will 
load .w somo mehsures being taken for 
buoyiug and lightiog tho most dangerous 
spots betwean this port and Hankow. “For 
iustane, one spot that needs immediate at- 
tention, from the proper authorities, is the 
rock atItu. - Theee obstruction aro said to 
be forméd by sunkon junks lnden with 
atone. Jf se, it should not be a difficult 
task to removo them altogether, Cortainly 
they shout? be in some way marked at onde, 
for with the. river approaching zoro they 
become really dangerous, and for want of 
being properly marked, steamers are likely 
iu trying to avoid thom to cross a little too 
early and ground on the tail-end of a 
neighbouring aandback. The Ssk, I am 
told, narrowly eeciped this mishap on her 
way down last year, Tho growing import- 
ance of Ichang should be sufticiént for. this 
matter to be taken up and dealt with forth- 
with, 

The Fling has boon chartered for another 
term by Moesars Butterfield & Swire, and 
wo art glad to'see rhe is again commanded 
by Captain Holmes, who has bocn laid by.
